The reasons which rendered the compilation of an oflicial, classified, and deseripfive Catalogue of the 
Contributions from India desirable, as well as the advantages of having such Catalogue ready on tin; very day the 
Exhibition opens, have been fully explained in a Memorandum Hubmiftcd to the Government of India on the 22nd 
August last. His Excellency the Governor-General ami Viceroy not only approved of' the proposal, hut directed that 
the several local Governments should suggest to the respective Central Committees the preparation of a Catalogue in tho 
manner recoinmeudcd, and to forward a copy thereof to the Central Committee of Bengal, for incorporation into one 
general Catalogue for the whole of India. 

Unfortunately no returns have been received up to this date from either Madras or Bombay, and as tho 
publication of the Catalogue can no longer be delayed, the work falls short from what was contemplated, though it still 
comprises the productions of Bengal, the Punjab, the North-West Provinces, Oude, the Rajpootana States, Ceutral 
India, the Martaban and Tenasserim Provinces, and of British Burmali ; and it is hoped that even on the reduced 
scale it may prove useful.

| Two specimen* are sent, furnished by W. .7. Money, Esq., Salt 
•** * Agent, of Puoree. The first, called Puny ah Balt, is obtained by 
boiling to a residuum highly concentrated brine. The seoond 
sample is the Knrkuti'h, or gravel salt. As the word signifies, 
it. is produced by thu aid of solar evaporation only, from s6s- 
water. The water is introduced into small beds prepared with 
a smooth bottom of clay, slightly depressed in the ground, and 
aummudad by a slight ridgo oF earth. A fev? hours* exposure in 
tho burning sun of March. nud the two following months, is 
Huffioieut to evaporato tho water in these bods, which deposits 
the suit it held w solution. A fresh supply is then let in, and the 
process of total or only partiul evaporation is continued, till 
the bottom of the beds is covered with a layer of this salt, 
more or less thick, which is then scraped up and is the salt of 
the sample.

Both those kinds of salt are produced all along the seaboard 
of the province from February to June, and under what i« prao- 
ticully a Government monopoly. The last season's manufacture 
amounted to Ml, (KK) tons of tlw> one and 44,IHX> tons of the other. 
The production is considered handsomely to remunerate tho 
petty contractors who engage with Government for its supply, 
at 10 nrmas and 4 annus per tnaund for each kind respectively, 
which is equivalent to Jlfw. A d. per ton for tho one, and 14a. Ad. 
per ton for the other, in English money and nriensure. To the 
Fuiigah must he added about GQ per cent., to the Kurkutch 
about 25 per cent., for expenses of superintendence, &c. To the 
more extended manufacture of tho white salt, the present in- 
salubrity of the manufacturing localities and tho consequent 
difficulty of procuring laW, as well as the insufficiency of the 
fuel supply, are obstacles. Tho courser kind may bo manufac- 
tured ad infinitum, but is no whore appreciated so much as 
locally, that is, in the district, us, not being “ cooked' 1 like the 
I’ungah, it is more acceptable to tho scrupulous caste prejudice* 
of the Oryolis. The bulk of both kinds is exported to Calcutta. 
Tho local retail price at Cuttack in the shop.? of tho bazar for 
Kurkutch is 6#. lid. permaund of 100 English lbs, ; Vunguh is 
sold at the Government depots at 8*. lid. per mauud. 

A'ote.—- This Committee, in specifying the local price* of 
articles, do so with this etjUanatmn, thut it is impossible to 
give any rates which arc average mum, or which are in any 
degree equally applicable till over tho district, IV here any par- 
ticular article is produced, there it is cheapest, and the coat 
uml difficulty or transport and tho want of competition arc 
such, that a distance of AO miles between the place of produc- 
tion and the central market, makes a difference in price of AO or 
J0O per cent, in tho rate? at which some articles am bought and 
then sold This is especially the case with the oil seeds of the 
province, cotton. &c. Under these circumstances it would have 
been impossible for this Commit toe to have stated auy average 
rates, Thu prices which have beon generally mentioned in the 
Catalogue arc the lojal, that is, thu Cuttack baxar retail prices.

are unknown. It is therefore cultivated as au oil-seed alone. 
It in, however, probable, that the stunted plants grown in India 
would be of Jittln two us u flax bearer, until improved cultivation 
hod again raised its standard of height. In the Punjab and iu 
Bcinde considerable attention has of late been paid to this 
subject, and it would bo an additional staple added to tbw 
agricultural resources of Shahabad and Uehar, could if be 
brought under cultivation as a flax bearer here, which 
it doubtlesH oouJd be with the same advantage au in the 
Punjab. 1 1 is always grown i u Shuhabod as an auxiliary orop with 
wheat, tnasoor, barley, and the spring crops ; its bright blue 
flowers are a pleasing ivliof to the yellowish blown of the other 
cereals. I have never jtuowu it cultivated alone, so that I have 
no data as to its probable yield per beegah or oore. It would 
prolwb|y not be found to differ muoh from tlio linseed crops of 
England in that respect, wer% the cultivation equal : that is to 
say, were the same labor bestowed, upon its cultivation, which, 
however, is not the case in this district at least.

' sarson, although the plant is a distinctly differing one, and the 
seed is a whitish-yellow : while the seed of the rape (8iuapia 
Diohotoma) is a dark-brown. 1 have never seen them grown 
separately, though such is the case in many parts of the country, 
and ought to bo th« case hero. It is grown extensively all over 
the ftstrict principally for local consumption, and, being sown 
in tho month of October, is generally sown as an auxiliary with 
grain crops, amongst which its white and bright yellow flowers 
are easily^RatiuguiKhed. Being always sown as au auxiliary, it 
is impossible to ascertain what would be its yield per acre if 
sown separately. It lovos the loam, Hud does not take kindly to 
any of the clays. It is rawly before the dose of February 
for cutting, aud is always cut slightly green, or the seed 
pods would burst aud scatter the seed. Being out, tbs 
plant is dried on the threshing-floor by tho heat of the sun, which 
does its work in three or four days, when the seed is easily 
threshed out. Cattle cat the broken stalks, hut I should not 
imagine it was a very nourishing food far them. It is sold in 
tho bazar at from 10 to 20 seers per Rupee, and yields, under 
the native method of crushing, 30 jwr cent, of a tolerably pure 
oil, while the roaiduo, or cake, is used os a food for cattle. It 
would yield more and a purer oil, under the action of the oil- 
pressing and 'purifying processes of Europe ; and I think nearly 
SB to 40 per cent, of its gross weight. It is largely used by the 
native community with their food instead of ghee, under tho 
I name of metuh, or sweet oil ; although for all other purposes it 
I passes under the name of kurwah, or bitter oil. Most natives

Those seeds are grown to a very considerable extent all over this 
province, and are, at least in, the sesamuni beginning to be an 
important item in its exports, principally to Marseilles, where it 
is used for the manufacture of Lucca oil. Large quantities are 
brought down from Swnbulport ; and Vngool, Jihenkanah 
Jl indole, and Talchar also aupply a good deal of these oil seeds. 
In the alxtve -named states the cultivation of these crops can be 
ox tended to an indefinite degree, as the principal oil seeds there 
grown, the sesamura and eustov, are sown broadcast over slight- 
ly tilled land, from which the jungle has been superficially 
cleared, or on rocky ground unfitted for the cultivation of any 
ether crop. The oil of these seeds is expressed iu the common 
native Ghana or oil mill. For private ^omestio use the farmer 
generally extracts the oil from the abifre as from other oil- 
seeds, by making a tnash of the seed anil boiling that., by whiuh 
process be obtains more oil el* a better quality than from tho oil- 
man, though the oold-pressod oil ia'puror or clearer. Mustard 
8eed oil is used generally for culiuaiy piirjjoaes, and with the 
other oils for burning. Tile linseed plant, though grown ox- 
fcouHively in the Humbulpore district, and more or less all over 
the province, is nowhero cultivated for the flax it yields. All 
these oils are mixed together and sold under the name of rnols, 
or thick oil. The loud prion of this common oi] is, at the time 
of writing, 17*. Gd. per Cuttack inauud, 28 of which go to the 
ton weight. A good deal rtf this oil is exported to Calcutta, 
whore the lading prions are more than double the local. The 
most valuable of these oilseeds, namely, the SHnamun*, is of two 
kinds, named rosjjectively Muyhtc and Modoc, after tho months 
in which tltey are plucked. The latter is the plumper seed, and 
yields tho more oil. The season and prospects of the crop so 
govern the rates for these seeds that no average prices con be 
safely given. The present Cuttack wholesale rates are as follows, 
tho petal being about 3$ English lbs. weight

The specimen sent is not supposed to be the pure produce, but 
every endeavor to obtain unadulterated oil has failed. The 
best is said to be prmed at Ajmere. A miserable imitation of 
this oil is occasionally manufactured at Sougor. Twenty seers 
of the gross, which grows wild ovor the station and district, 
are mixed with two seers of common Teel oil, and then slowly 
distilled. Tho oil thus becomes highly impregnated with 'the 
peculiar roonu flavor, and is sold us such at 4 Ruceps a seer. Grass 
oil is nrver taken internally bj natives, but they havo a great 
faith in it os a stimulant to the functions of the several organs, 
when rubbed on externally. They also use it us n liniment in 
dirouic rheumatism and neuralgic paius, and though they place 
great reliance on its virtues, its expense prevents its being 
used generally. Tt has a fragrant aromatic smell, persistent, 
and very agreeable at first., lint after a time the odour becomes 
unpleasant, and gives many people a feeling of sickness with 
houdachc.

This arrow- 
root is of excellent quality, and the process of mannfartnro 
os simple os may be. Tho tubers are tavern up in the oold 
season, washed, put into a large wooden mortar, aud mashed. 
The mash is then taken out, and well washed in oold water, tho 
water drained off, ami sot to stand in large tint vessels, in which 
it deposits a large proportion of thep«Towroat flower, which is 
re- washed in cold water, and sot to dry in the sun. The wild 
arrowroot, known in tho bazaar as “ Pulooa,” is u plant grow- 
ing abundantly in the jungles of the district. It is collected in 
the cold season by tlic Sahara, the tubers pounded and mashed, 
and the sediment dried in tho sun. By these people it is eaten 
and sold for the manufacture of what, is called “ Abheer.” In tho 
Sumhulpore, and to a less degree, also in the Cuttack District, tho 
wild arrowroot, is made into cakes, or hoilecl with milk, and thus 
used as an article of food. This Committee had intended to send

am in this province three distinct crops ; tile first grown on 
somewhat high ground, is the early crop, is sown for the moat 
part in June, and reaped in August and Soptemlicr.

It requires a great deal of moisture, 
some varieties growing in several feet of wator. The third is a 






dwarf crop, cultivated in the month* of March, April, and May, 
on low-lying land, generally on the sides of marshes and pools, 
where irrigation is easy. This ratio of productiveness is said to 
be, in a good season, ns 1 to 36. The market value of this grain 
varies so nmcli according to looality anil season, as is indeed the 
case with all other raw products of this part of the country, 
and it would only tend to mislead to give any rates purporting 
to be of general application.

The eggs of the moth are also collected 
and preserved, and the caterpillar regularly reared and tended, 
in many parts in tho lull tracts, on trees pruned and preserved 
for the purpose. The cocoons vary much in size and color; 
and there is also a very perceptible diversity in the texturo 
and glossiness of the raw silk, which most probably depends on 
tho species of tree on which tho caterpillar may happen to liavo 
fed. The same variety is observable in the female motlis, 
which arc of three or four different sizer and colors. The mode 
of winding off the thread does not differ from that pursued in 
the ease of the ordinary silkworm cocoon proper . — Local Vumr 
mitten, Cuttack .

The wax is bruisoefand boiled, and the coloring matter is 
thus taken up by the water, which is drained o$ and probably 
to sonic extent evaporated. The material to bo dyed is then 
dipped iii tlie water, talon out dried, and again dipped and 
dried, und bo on, till the required color is obtained. To preserve 
the dyeing matter for future use aud sale, circular Wad of oottett 
arc dipped in the colored liquid, then dried, and tbs process 
continued till a high color is obtained. It is in this shape that 
the dye is sold in tho markets. 

This sulwtanoc is gathoml in nil tlie Tributary States, and a 
good deal of it brought drown from Sumbulpore. I^ialher is 
colored with this dye. Most of tho vegetable dyes, it may 
suffice to say, are treated much in tho same way as tho above, 
with the addition of some astringent.— Local CommiUee,

that, taking tlie ontiro divuifci as at present constituted, time 
must be 20.000 acres annually cultivated for cotton. Thu, at 
the moderate calculation of 174 lbs. per would give 31 
million lbs. of cotton as the entire crop of the dirieion. En- 
quiries mode a four years ago in Sumbulporo showed that in that 
district the cotton crop was 10,000 maunds or 1 million lbs. 
But if is impossible to believe that the local produce is not very 
much in excess of the above estimate, namely, 3} million lbs. 
It may be allowed, for inetanoe, that tbo exports of raw 
cotton from the division, taken as a whole, ore balanced by 
imports op the north and south boundary, and this perhaps 
is allowing a great deal. It may also be allowed that possi- 
bly 25 per cent, of the local oottoh fabric is woven from mule 
t,w»t or foreign thread, colled the “Kal-Boot," or machine 
thread, which is undoubtedly used extensively, but only in 
certain well-known centres. After these deductions have been 
made, wc have still 75 per cent, of the wants of the people of 
this division in the matter of clothing material to be accounted 
for. Now it is undoubted that these local wonts in the gross arc 
supplied to an insignificant extent only by Manchester piece 
goods, or any foreign-made cloth whatsoever, and it follows, if it 
were not otherwise a j>atent foot, that the mass of the people of 
the division arc clothed with material of local manufacture. Sup- 
posing then that wc may be allowed to estimate the gross popu- 
lation of this division, including, with the settled districts of 
Cuttack, Foorec, and Balasore, the Tributary Mehals and Sumbul- 
poro, as million souls, and assume that on a safe average 
every individual annually requires 4 lbs. of cotton to clothe 
himself withal, wc should then require for the 3} millions of 
people, 14 millions lbs. of cotton, and admitting that 25 per 
cent, of the local demand is met by the use of foreign 
thread, then- will still remain 10 J millions lbs. of cotton, which, 
to all appearances, must be supplied from local sources. This 
is close upon three times more thou what, on the known area of 
cotton cultivation in one small portion of the division, has 
been calculated to be the total area of the whole. A specimen 
of cotton rope is sent ; but no fair sample of the pod, it bas been 
foutid, can be procured at this time of the year.— Local*

This represents the out-turn and its value in ordinary years. 
Probably in the present year the out-turn will not he much above 
50,000 m uunds. At 13 Rupees per rnaund, the value of this 
quantity would be 6,50,000 Rupees. But the juice will pro- 
bably rise so as to make the value considerably higher than 
this. 


Of this total out-turn probubly about seven-eighths is ex- 
ported, and the rest remains in the district, and is used for the 
manufacture of cloth and other purposes. That which thus 
remains pusses through the bauds of the “ behnas," who card it 
and twist it into threw! with the instrument known as the. 
dhunooco, and prepare it for the weaver. Almost all the 
cotton which Is exjMirtod pusses either through Chilla, on 
the banks of the Jumna, in Pergunnah Pylanec, or through 
Kajaporc on the J union, in Pergunnah Chcbuo, and far the 
larger portion through the latter place.

Tho tree, Jiumhnx Pvnlandrnm, which, at one time of the 
year, strews tlie ground wifli its deep red flowers, and then 
noon after with its white silk fleece, grows wild in tho jungle 
of the province and in every hedge row of old standing. Thin 
kind of cotton is collected and sold in the buxnars, and used 
chiefly for stuffing pillow*, holsters, &c. — Local Committee, 
Cuttack.

Grows wild all over Oudo in all soils. The branches arc 
used for fire wood, and consequently Ibis tree is generally seen 
bushy and low ; but when left to grow naturally, it attains a 
great height. The leaves are sold to bunt/a* ill the bazaars, for 
the purpose of wrapping small articles in them instead of paper. 
The pctuls are used as a yellow dye, and called w I'emoe.’* 
From the bark of the toot a very strong fibre is prepared. The 
root is cut. into lengths of from 2 to 4 find, and tho bark peeled 
off, dried, and beaten by handfuls with a wooden mullet. 
There is no previous steeping in water in the preparation of 
this fibre. The proportion of fibre extracted from tho bark is 
about half the weight of the raw material. It is used for caulk- 
ing boats, and making ropes and cables for anchoring boats- 
In the jungles the bark sells for 8 annas a maund, and in tho 
city bazaars from l to 2 ltupeua per maund ; cost of prepared 
fibre is from 3 fa 4 Kupcos per maund. — Central Committee, 
Lucknow . *

i The cultivation of hemp in the district has rernived consider- 
able impulse of late. Several years ago, Mr. Williams having 
occasion to send to Calcutta Nani pies of w ax, oilseeds, and other 
materials, tilled up the l>ox with indigenous hemp to prevent 
breakage of the bottles. On arrival at Calcutta the cLcanncss 
and brightness of the fibre struck the consignee, who bod it 
immediately examined* by one of the proprietors of tho patent 
Hope- walks, who prnnotmeed it equal to the best Russian hemp, 
and at once sent an order for 400 mannds of it. The trade has 
since gradually increased, and Mr. Williams now sends about 
six thousand muunds of this fibre annually to Calcutta. The 
hemp plant is regularly cultivated, but the cultivation i* 
limited. About to per cent, of the fibre is lost in the process of 
heckling, and the cost varies according to the several places in 
the district and seasons of the year. Tho price of tho prepared 
libit! is from Rupees 3-8 to Rupees 4 per m&nnd. - The present 
means of inland transport is by country carts to Mirxapore, 
wliift h costs Rupees 1-8 per nutund, and from thence to Calcutta 
by boats, at a further cost- of Rupees M to Rupees 1-8, 
j which, with other contingencies, such on covering for carts, 
peon's hire, duty in native stales, and agency charges at Mxrza- 
pore, brings up tho cost of (ho material to 7 Rupees per maand 
before it reaches Calcutta. Mirxapnre is, at present, the nearest 
place of or port. Mr. Williams likewise tried uumrrous cx- 
I porimenta with fiax, but with that fibre ho has not hitherto 
been successful. Klnx can be grown 2 feet long, but the hot 
winds so entirely parch up the stalks, tlmt in toying to extract, 
the fibre from the wood, all goes to tow. There is no doubt 
but that thousands of tons of tins of the very liucst description 
I could be grown along the gliiits, for exportation to Dundee, if 
I any party or company would- devote their tltnh nud attention to 
i this branch of industry. The great length Of time in getting 
| down bulky produce from Central India, and tho enormous ex- 
| pense of transport has hitherto prevented Mr. Williams sending 
| his hemp to Knglaiid, but all this will lje\»vprcorao the moment 
j tho Railway Hue from Ttombay to Jubhulpnre opens, when tlm 
| hemp can bn landed at Liverpool in us many days as it now 
' takes by country carts and native boats to convey it from this 
j station to Calcuttu, and there is no doubt that in a very tow years 
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Remakes. 






Hemp and flax will become large articles of export from the 
Saugor and Nerhudda territories ; in fact, it has been frequently 
asserted, that these provinces could supply a quantity sufficient

For tbo very excellent spe- 
cimens of rope of this fibre submitted, the Committeo are in- 
debted to Captain Bond, of Balasoro, who had them prepared for 
the purpose of tho Exhibition. . He refers to two varicties^tho 
curved {Alas Atguvf) and tin? pointed. What the difference may 
be between the two wo are unable to state. No present de- 
mand for either fibre or rope could be met from this division, as 
the plant is not cultivated, nor is its capability to yield so . 

valuable an article known to the natives. To proouro the 

fibre, the leaf is macerated and then scraped. This prooosa is 
a tedious one, as each leaf has to be manipulated separately. — 
Local Committee, Cuttack. 


This plant, the Sameviera Zcylanica, is both indigonous and 
common in the province, growing alike in low, murshy, shrnjjr 
flpof* along tho coast, <u» in Baboiorc on high gravelly ggSlmds 
in the interior, ami in tho jungle in the Tributary Metals. Tbo 
fibre it yields in this district is only used for tho manufacture of 
bowstring. A specimen of which, No. 93, is sulyuitted. 

Tho excellent sample of rope was made for tho Local Com- 
mittee liy Captain Hand of B JWm* ; tho leaves are to bo had for 
tho collecting. They arc, when matured, about 2 foot long, and 
each loaf yields from thirty to forty threads. The same tedious 
process of detaching the* thread from the cellular tissue is em- 
ployed with this ns with the Agave leaf, and it would, be 
necessary to introduce a mechanical method of doing so, ere tbo 
production could be made profitable on a large scale- Tho bow- 
string and sample* of fibre, were prepared to order in Cuttack ; 
not being a marketable article, no attempt at a specification of 
price can be made.- - Local Committee, Cuttack. 


This substance is tho inner bark of a forest tree. It is 
reported to make the strongest and most durable ropc^which 
is said not to be liable to deteriorate from wot, and hence it is 
made into boat rubles. The specimen wss procured from

The Pmdunut OdamUumut, locally known as the 
Ken or Koara, abounds especially in the Pooree district, Tho 
Abroma A gust a, “ Oolta knmil," grows with extraordinary rapi- 
clit.y ? hut as a hemp «r fla®yielding plant, is not known to 
the natives. The Maddnr or Calotropie thrives on sandy waste 
land and on the sides of the roads. This Committee have not 
submitted any specimens of eocoonut fibre or rope . — Local 
Committee , Cutfuck. 

Flux is mentioned by Strabo ns mu* of Ihc staples of this part 
of India. A small quantity of Riga seeds, which had been 
imported expoiinujntaHy by Dr. Jameson, Superintendent of 
Government Botanical Garden* at Saharunporc, was dis- 
tributed nmougst. Ihe peasants, with instructions as to 
the mode of cultivation j an agent of great practical 
experience was deputed to examine and report upon the 
qualifications of different districts for the growth of flax, and a 
staff of natives were trained by him to net an scutchers. 

In 1856, 2 tons of flax produced under his superintendence in 
the district of Goojranwalla, were sent to England, and wero 
sold for £92-2-2, realising a net profit of 47 pur cent. 

In 18-57, 8 cwt. of flax, grown u(. Judd urn, u tract of country 
in the Knngm district, bordering on the River Boas, were sent 
home, and were valued at the high price of from £.'#5 to £00 a 
ton. 

In consequence of the success of experiments, an Association, 
called the “ Belfast Indian Flax AtuMftUtiftn,*’ has boon nearly 
established, and have sent out an agent to buy up flax produce ; 
he lias madu the district of Sealkotc his head-quarters, and os 
far as cau ltc judged, has every prospect of ultimate success, and 
the natives are now beginning to see that there is a day of 
Inrgc profit before them, and join heartily in the movement. — 
Central Committee, Lahore.

„ These treOB are found more or loss plentifully throughout tho 
forest jungles of the Sumbulporc district and the Tributary Ma- 
hal*. The main difficulty attending timber transactions is the 
at present unsurmouutable one of conveying the timber from 
the spot whom it is foiled, whioh of course is for the most part 
in the interior of tho dense forest, to the nearest spot whence 
watoi-carriugo is available. Teams of buffaloes are employed 
for this purposo in the prosent mode of operating, but if the 
distance to be traversed is at ull considerable, it may easily be 
conceived that this method Ixwoines expensive and dilatory 
that muoh cannot be undertaken. The only means of modify- 
ing or evading this difficulty, if it wui° desired to cmlxirk in 
any extensive transactions, would apparently tie to have the 
’ timber sawn and cut up on the spot, and roughly shaped for 
the purposes for which it might be required. Planks and 
sleejHirs, for example, or the various constituent portions of a 
gun carriage, might perhaps, with advantage, be roughly shaped 
and cut on the spot. 

There are other timber woods or fancy woods, wluch this 
Committee would notice, as the Dh&rnua, which makes good cart 
felloes, and is hard, but pliablo. Tho Kamjra* another hard 
wood; the Koombtf; tho “ Atari,” aud more sjietiiully, what is 
• honored locally with the name* u Ahlom* or ebony, tho tree 
being called the “ K&tuloo ." The wood of this kind of the 
darkest shade, is the heart of the tree, and specimens are not 
0soay to procure. Of these additional woods the Committee 
supply specimens, which are tho Annan aud Ablootur Kandoo.

Tho timber country of this division 
i« traversed by three lai-gostreanw, the“MahuDuddy,” “ Brahmin#, n 
and B if turner, bo that, when tho united difficulty of getting the 
wood from tlu> forest to the water Hide has I teen overcome, 
is a matter of ease, at tho proper season, to float it down in rafts 
to any depot which might be established for the purpooo a£ the 
rnouthM of the rivers or others connected with thorn. 
From Cuttack to False Point harlwuv is a distance of <J5 
miles t'iii tho Mahanuddy. Tins harbour affords a sofo an- 
choragn for vessels at si treasons, and tho route is available for 
about live months in the year, namely, •from the middle of June 
generally to the middle of November ; while from a point on 
the route, 42 miles from Cuttack, at Tad&nda, nnmoly, on to the 
sea, the river is nav igubie all tho year round. Another route from 
Cuttaok is vi/i the Beartmpa and Brahmin# to the M Dhamree* 
harbour, t.h« distance being 90 miles, and tho Drambsu port 
safe for sailing vessels from November to February. Small 
steamers could ply to the harlxmr all the year round, and vessels 
of 150 to 200 tons can dear tho bar. But this route from 
Cuttack is an uncertain one, and Tint open for more than throe 
and a half months in tbu height of &e tuonsoou, that is, it 
may be said, from July to Suplemtwr.

These arc mndc wholly of cotton and almost invariably strip- 
ed. Prom being mode of cotton they are cool and pleasant, and 
an* in invariable use by the la-ttcr class of natives and by all Ku- 
ropeans. The gaudier kinds are used as quilts fbr beds, and 
of -late the Government has given them to its European soldiers 
fur that purpose. The manufacturers, called in this district 
Knlleeun Hap. are aluqg}t invariably Mussulnicn of the wearer 
class, who will moke carpal* of any site and pattern givcu in 
stripes. The. two local scats of manufacture in Shahahad are 
Jhibhnauh and Sassrcraa i. *ln the former plant, from Rupees 
10,000 to *1 2,000 worth are yearly manufactured and sold, ami 
iu the lutlcr from Rupees RO'to 40,000. These Dhurrie * or 
carpets arc sold readily in all the bazaars around, and at all the 
neighboring fairs, juinirularly at Rerhampore, and i furrier Chatter, 
or Sonapore; probably two-thirds of the. whole quantity made 
an* exported from (lie district, while the annual expenditure 
in tlx 1 district* will vary from Rupees 20 to 25,000 worth per 
annum.

It 
is generully made from live colors, from which cause it obtains 
the name of Dhurrie l'unch livvgha. 

Any other description wanted are made, but these ara 
the principle in use. The supply of these articles is only 
limited by the local demand. 1 am of opinion that in this 
rauuutaeture Manchester lyight stop in with great advantage, 
and by copying uud improving on the native pulLerns, command 
a very large sale indeed. If Manchester would make these 
articles in long webs and in all widths ami patterns, alio would 
be certain |o drive tin' native manufacture from the market to 
other trades, and command a valuable trade all over India for 
! herself; while the superior sliftiiess. thickness, ami quality of Msn- 
: Chester goods would! u* in the mattei of her calicoes and cotton,

The 
I doth is first rtibbed for ten days in the castor oil, *• Kusscu," and 
goat's dung, nud then dried in the sun. After ten day* it ia wdl 
washed r.tid dried, and then steeped in the oil tor fives day* ; 
afterwards washed and dried in the sun, and after h third applica- 
tion of soup and water the doth is ready for wile. The cost of 
dyeing different kinds of cloth is as follows: —

It is not easy to ascertain the extent and value of the quantity 
of salon eloth annually manufactured, Tt ia not confined to 
local consmuptiou, but exported to other parts of Indio, and it* 
use is general, and not limited to particular caste*.

podium. In order to pro- 
vide some guarantee against 
this, it bus been proposed 
that a Guild or Company of 
respectable traders should 
he formed, who should be 
empowered to affix on all 
genuine shawls * p trade- 
mark, which should bo a 
gnariuitcc to the public 
that the material of the 
shawl ib genuine poshum, 
especially as the Judinn 
renal Code provides a 
punishment for those who 
counterfeit or iulsify trade- 
marks, or knowingly sell 
goods marked with enun- 
terteit or false trade-marks. 
At Delhi shawls are mode 
up of jutxhumeca, worked 
with silk and embroidered 
witlf gold lace. A very 
delicate aliawl is made of 
the wool of a sheep found 
in the neighlmrhood of 
Lttdak and Kfilu ; the best 
wool is procurable m a 
village near Riunpur, on 
the Sutlej, bonce the fa- 
bric is called “Rnmptlr 
chudder." Other woollen 
manufactures in the Punjab 
are Peshawur chogas,mude .

Thu value of the shoes made 
for the native market is about Rupees 40,000 annually. Leathern 
articles made at Cawnpore arc exported to Meerut, Benares, Cen- 
tral India, and Kohilkumt, whence they find their way exten- 
sively to other porta of Indio. The places above-named carry on 
o direct, trade with Cawnpore. There is no export trade to Europe 
or America. There eon he no doubt that the quality of 
the leather produced by the native process is decidedly inferior ; 
the native tanner does not leave his hides to soak in the pita 
containing his burk infusion, but, having sewed up a quantity of 
bark iu the skin (made into a kind of hag) he exposes it to a 
constant stream of water, which forces the astringent matter into 
the pores of the hide very rapidly, —but to make the process 
still more rapid the hide is taken out, wrung, and refilled every 
four or five days. A hide, can be ready in this way in about a 
month, but the leather is less strong, durable, and pliable than 
English leather. The currying process also is often entirely 
omitted, and when performed it is generally on a ^linute scale, 
and very inefficiently; the only attempt hitherto made to 
introduce the English process is being conducted on the part 
of Government by Captain Stewart, Commissary of Ordnance. 
The English system of tanning is more costly than the native : this 
circumstance would be a bar to the introduction of English tanned 
leather into the native market, where cheapness Is the first requisite. 
But for the supply of Government contracts, and for the articles 
used by the European Community in Indio, there is no question 
that Cawnpore could be made ‘to afford ample quantities of leather 
awl leathern articles at crniqumilively moderate prices. As it is, 
the articles supplied to Government, and to private purchasers are 
hardly inferior to those manufactured in England, except in the 
qualities of the leather and other materials. The workmanship is 
very little worse than that of an average English artisan. 1 
should think, therefore, that improvement in the quality of 
Cawnpore leather might, be expected to lead to a considerable 
increase iu ils consumption in India. As regards the European 
market, it is true tlmt Indiau hides cannot compete in quality 
with tint hides of well bred and fed English cattle, but then the 
hides of English cattle do not supply the whole of the English 
market. There is already a considerable trade in raw bides 
imt.wern India and England, and it seems not unlikely that if 
a better process of tanning were established, tanned liides might 
be exported to England with economy. While on this sulyeot 
f may remark that Cawnpore does not appear to be in a position 
of exceptional natural advantage as regards the leather trndA 

The circumstances which made it an emporium of this trade 
appear to be, first, that a great part, of the population of the 
»ra town of Cawnpore were chumars,* next, that under out 
Government Cawnpore become a considerable military and 
civil station. 4 

Baboo! bark is almost exclusively used by the natives for 
tanning purposes ; it is the only bark that can be procured in 
large quantities and oheap.

Of the prepared pulp I scrit 3 mounds 
to Messrs. Mackey and Co., of Calcutta, in November 1955. It 
cost Rupees 22-2-0 per inaund, delivered at Cinapore, and wo* 
intended for some Fibre Company in England; but as I have net 
bad a line from those gentlemen since, regarding it, l presume 
it wan not found to answer. There is an impression in the Plains, 
the Friend of India not long ago repeated it, that the Nepaul 
paper is prepared with arsenic. This is quite a qfstftke, for arsenic 
is not allowed to be sold here, nor any other virulent poison, 
under u heavy penalty. The whole tribe of plants bearing the 
name of Daphne are more or less poisonous, but the Daphno 
paper caunot retain the poisonous quality of, the plant, as rata 
and insects oftcu cat it with apparent avidity. In my opinion, 
this unsightly paper is wjjch overrated. It is certainly tough 
when kept dry, and can be used like cloth, for wrapping up dry 
substances in ; and it has one other good quality, which renders 
it. superior in that respect to the ordinary country paper. It ca% 
be used after having been saturated with water, provided it bn 
carefully dried within a reasonable time after it has fcecu watted.

And high finish of the workmanship, but from the ingenuity dis- 
played in the mode of casting articles of this kind, in hollow 
net-work, Ac. This is accomplished as follows:— A core is made 
of plastic day, all carefully shaped to the internal form of tha fish 
or other object to be imitated. This corn in then baked and 
indurated. On this the pattern designed to be represented is 
formed with wax (ordinary clean bee’s wax is used). This dona, 
and the wax liaving cooled, it becomes tolerably hard. Boll clay 
is moulded over all. The whole is then again baked, the heat 
indurating the outer coating of clay, but softening the wax, 
which all runs out of the mould, leaving the Rpaoc occupied by 
it empty. The mould being sufficiently dried, the molten brass 
is then poured into the empty space, and when cool the clay is 
broken away, when the result is as exhibited. These ate un- 
touched after the casting, excepting on the smooth and fiat surfaces, 
which arc roughly filed.

The soil upon which the cotton plant in Coehar is grown.eonrists of 
a ricii red clay, considerably mixed with n»nd, which forms the soil of 
the principal hills in the district, and also of the small range* of 
hillocks that run through it. The cultivation lies on the slopes of these 
hills and mountains, such lands being never inundated, although they 
are wonderfully retentive of moisture. The hill tribes, to whom the 
cultivation is limited, raise ull that is necessary fur their subsistence 
on the Kruno fields which produce cotton. Those products are rice, 
indian-oom, tobacco, castor, and the more common vegetables. And tho‘ 
same hills and slopes are now in great request for the cultivation of tho 
tea plant, the soil being peculiarly adapted for its growth: when left 
to nature the soil is such os to produce tfin most cWuso jungle, and 
f*) cultivation it is fertile enough lor any purpose. 

2nd. — I he soil of the plains of 0 tclur U arich alluvial one, formed 
from the washings of the mountains which surround it ou three sides. 
The country is drained by tho River llurnek, which runs in a most 
tortuous direction right through tho wh ile of it from east to went. The 
hanks of this river are the highest parts of the plain country, and ure> 
about 20U ted above the level of the sort. The ground ^lopcs inland 
from these banks for several miles, and then gradually asoonds towards 
the foot of the mountains on either side, leaving a long line of jheels 
and swmnps between the river nml high Ian u. In th-‘ eold season tho 
bed of the stream is about ili) feet briow the top of the hanks, but iu 
llm rains the wntera ovcrNow the banks and iunuihite the lew tracts. 
Low ranges of hillocks intersect the country in many places, chiefly 
ftt. right angles to the river. Tho soil of them; ranges, on which the 
cotton is chiefly cultivated, is, us before mentioned, a rod sandy clay, 
uud vests on u base of conglomerate rock, which, in many places, is men 
to lie exposed. The red cloy and tho conglomerate also lie below tlto 
nlluviuin of the plains and are uict with in tho bed uutMccp-cut bank 
ofthe river. 

3rd. -The ylimafo of Cnehur is a very torapmto one for Bengal, 
the therinunvter in the shade, rarely if ever, rising ub ive h t° or 9-1° 
l'unmbeit in the hottest weather of July and August. The ruins 
cease iu November* and the cold season, is marked by un extrema 
dryness, which parches and crocks plain lauds to a co»ridorabl« depth *

below the surface. A fcw light showers (all about Christmas time, 
but tho dryness continues till April. During the oold weather a 
thick fog envelops the plains during the night, and is dispelled by tin* 
sun at eight or nine o’clock in tho morning, often later. It slowly 
rolls away toward* the hills, ascends them and clings about their 
peaks in a condensed form during the day, precipitating itself again 
in tho evening, when tho sun has diHupjKHiied, acquiring volumes un 
it descend*. April and May bring violent showers and storms, accom- 
panied with hails, generally from the north-west, but tho rains do not 
regularly set in until June. The fall averages under u hundred 
inches, ami yet the climate is a damp one. The flatness of the Uufl in 
general does not. allow of speedy natural surface draining. Vast sur- 
faces of water are in consequence exposed to evaporation. The air 
is heavily charged with moisture ; vegetation becomes rank, and fungi 
and mildew cov™all articles not especially looked after. No irri- 
gation is ever found necessary for the cotton orops. 

4th .- — The seed produced upon the land is* the same that is again 
sown upon it. Several endeavors have been made by myself and my 
predecessor, Major Verner, to introduce Mauritius and Sea-Island 
Cotton, and other varieties, bnt without avail. These varieties do 
not appear to suit the primitive mode of cultivation to which they 
are subjected. 

5tk.— The mode of cultivation is a peculiar one, and requires desorip-, 
tion. I have before described the cotton-bearing tracts as forming tho 
slopes of the hills in tho district, which, in their virgin state, are 
covered either with glorious timber forests or dense jungles of bamboo. 
Tho latter, being more vastly out, is considered better for the cultivation, 
but* the former is also frequent!} cleared for tbe*purposc. Early 
in the cold Reason large parties of the cultivators, the wild tribes 
gf Kookees and Naguhs, proceed to the jungles in the vicinity of tbeir 
j village, and selecting giwd patches, commence felling the forest. The 
' bamboos und small trees ure cut off about two feet from the ground, 

| and the stumps allowed to remain in the soil. Tho larger trees are 
' merely ringed and allowed todiu away. Whoha sullicieut spare has 
boon cleared, the felled haniboos and jungles arm Ivjft to ret. ou 
tho ground, und the effect of om* or two showers at intervals, 

1 coupled with the continued dryness of tho cold season, renders them 
by the months of March and April as inflammable os jin cotton. To- 
, ward* the eudof the old season these Acids of cut bamboos and jun- 
‘ gloB, sometimes ombrneing tho whole of a hill, -at other times 
' stretching along the faces of long ridges and valleys, are set on fire in 
various places. Nothing can exceed tho fierceness of the conflagration, 
'*or the glorious effect produced by such large masses of flame rearing 
>i and lapping the hills ou all sides, and the enormous volumes of smoko 
' that arc emitted and hover like clouds in the air. The conflagration is 
1 over in a few hours, and loaves on the groumHi coating of ashes about 
, an iurh or two in thickness, and this is the only luuuncr necessary to 
make these hills yield fertile crops of almost every kiud. Ey means 
1 of a small hoe, or koduloc, tile soil lying below the ashes is mixed with 
I them in the places between the stamps ol‘ the foiled tr&.*s and bam- 
boos, which arc still left to cumber tho ground. ’ Nor is the immunity 
i enjoyed by these stumps tho effect of in'lolencc, or a desire to save labor

These varieties may be described as two highland or upland varieties, 
the ouc called the Daloona, a name given probably because the plauts 
throw out numerous branches and grow' to a great height— eomo speci- 
mens being 12 feet. The second kind of upland is whtffc is caged th^ 
yellow, from the color of the dowers ; the flower of the Daloona being 
white. Tho third variety may bo called the lowland, and ia known , 
locally as tho “ Keck.” They would all appear to bo indigenous, in 
this sense at least, that there exists no tradition or recollection of 
their flrvt introduction into tho province. „ But it is proper to remark,, 









nKKngh out of de&renoe to the Ideally reecdviid opinion and 
otW circumstances, the varieties have WttoUUnedjMlk^ tin pro!*- 
bilito*ari>thxt there are actoally only tore kiad«, tho n^ho undyollow, 
•ed’tiut the loitsr, which, whan planted on virgin forest noil, thrive* 
witlwtit modi owe, end any artificial irrigation, when tried In’ tow 
teiide, where tfcesoil krtmpomiihed and annually yield* on* or more 
«rop*, is a stunted wop, and requires much labor end mfcxtureto 
mnkekyieM. 

The uplead varieties are grown more or low *11 over the gu^jats «r 
hill state*, ahd r in short, wherever the single condition of a virgin forest 
■oil ousts. They are the . kinds thomost extensively cultivated, and 
which yield the greet bulk of the cotton used in, and exported from, 
this province. Huy are grown generally in the Sombulporc District 
and its dependencies, throughout the tributary estate*, and share tho 
cultivation with the overland variety in Dhenkanal and Xhoordah. 

A virgin finest soil, as it has been remarked, is the only requisite for 
the successful cultivation of these varieties. In different localities 
thereure variations in the mode adopted in regard to the sowing of 
the seed and the after-finding of the plants. In Bumbulpore, for 
example, more attention is paid to the ploughing of the land before 
the seed is put in, and to the yonqg plant. And the very' utilitarian 
method which is below described, though common to some extent, 1* 
not general. But, os a rule, tho trouble tuken w ith the crop is almost 
nominal, the vigor and riclinesa of the new soil being looked to , * 
to compensate for the absence of these auxiliary efforts of the planter, 
which are absolutely neoessary in tho cose of the lowland cotton on , 
sail which every year is called on to yield one or two crops of one' kind 
or another. Of course there cannot ho a doubt- but that oven with a 
virgin soil, the crop offrootton would be much more valuable, the 
staple larger and finer, and the yield longer just in proportion to 
tho amount of judicious labor and pains expended on thwplants. But 
this is a consideration which haa no practical weight at present with 
the cultivators of the upland cottons. 

Tho ground selected for the onltivation of uplands is then, in tho 
first instance, u patch of jungle. Tho site is elevated, the soil may be 
a dark-looking mould, a light clay, or a loose reddish giprolly one. 

I All these varieties exist, but whichsoever it be, it teems with produc- 
tive energy, having been for years well manured by tho decaying 
I vegetation, which has .covered it, end which, at tho samo time, bos 
: screened it from the perching sun-rays. Tire jungle is cat down, all 
the brush-wood cleared, heaped and burnt on the spot. Bnt muck 
trouble is not taken in the clearing, and the atoms and roots of the 
larger trees ore left in tho ground. The ground thus cleared then 
receives a superficial ploughing and is weeded. These clearings are 
here called “ Tailas,” and tho cotton grown in them known in most 
places os Toe la cotton. Those preparatory processes are attondod to 
in Sumbulpore, just before and during tbo first foils rain, which 
would be in the latter half of May, and the first half of June. The ^ 
same is the case in Khoorduh, and Dhenkanal generally, so that the 
plants shoot and grow and arrive at maturity through the rainy 
months. Whether tho same utilitarian custom obtains to tho same 
degree, the custom that is which lam about to describe in Bumbulpore

at elsewhere, where these varieties of the cotton plant arc culti- 
vated, besides, in the places where it has been personally observed, 
cannot bo stated with positivoness. The probabilities are, that the 
custom is pretty common, especially throughout the hill tracts, and 
perhaps more commonly adapted with tlie “ Daloono" or tall upland 
variety. It is as follows, as practised within a few miles of the 
Sadder station of Cuttack. 

A selection is made from the following seeds, dwarf paddy, soot, 
panicutu, italieum, cleusina corucana, bajrn, a species of pulse, ouster 
oil, melons, and pumkins, and others. Two, throe, or more of thou 
kinds of seed are with the cotton used scattered broad-east over the 
ground which has boon prepared as before described. No artificial 
irrigation is of course applied- The edible seed crops spring up and 
mature rapidly, and in the third or fourth month aro ripe, and gathered 
successively as they ripeu. After they have been taken off tho 
ground, say the castor-oil plants and the cotton remain. These then 
receive a little attention ; the ground is weeded and turned about, and 
the luxuriant masses of light green foliage, which every stump in tha 
clearance has meantime put forth, are all cut away. After this the 

two crops thrive rapidly together. In January and February 1 tho 
cotton plants yield the first picking, and a month after the castor-oil 
seed is ripe, and tho plant* arc plucked ami removed, leaving the 
| cotton alone. If tho variety of cottoa be the Daloona or tal l cot ton, the 
I plants lost for two or even three years, and yield three pickings unnu- 
i ally, and reach a height of 0, 10, 1 1, or even 12 foot. With tho yellow 
| upland, it is not se generally the practice of sowing many atlur qrajm. 

I Tho plants of this variety also seem to bo more extensively cultivated. 

' In Koo retain for example, it is principally cultivated to tho exclusion, 

\ to a certain extent, of tfe taller white flower cotton. Its yield is con- 
' sidcml more abundant, tho plants average n height of 6 and 7 foot, 
j but are treated us animals, and except whep cultivated along with the* 
j white, in tin* nowiwt soil. and in cool sheltered position#, die off, or are 
abandoned after the first year. 

| Above has boon described a very common method of treating tip- 
J land cottons, and it has been premised that iu different localities 
there exist differences in that treatment. Tho main features are, 
j however, the some, and may be summed up as cleared forest land as 
j the site ; no artificial irrigation whatever ; tho seed being pat into 
the ground at the commencement of the first rains: very slight 
! cultivation : one variety of tho plant growing very tall, and yielding 
! three pickings annually for two or three years, and tho other variety, 
j the yellow, generally averaging 6 or 7 feet, yielding a more abundant 
' erftp, but lasting generally only ojic year. 

The yield of the uplands bo cultivated may bo said, from the im- 
perfect information on that point furnished, to average about ;V> lbs. of 
i raw seed cotton per local lwegalis, and takiug thu Khoqydah boegah, 
i three of which are the equivalent of an English aero, 401b«. of clear good 
' cotton (seedless) per English ucvc. Land of the character indicated is 
I Hbnndaut in tbo province. The whole of tho wood-land estnto of Un- 
gool. which ih Government property, is well adapted to tho growing of 
! upland cottons. A similar remark may be made of Khuorduh. Tho 
i extensive tract of country called tho Gurjijttf, or hill states, which, far 
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ag the Seeds.

This alleged variety is 
here treated as such, but it 1ms boon Ik- fore remarked, that it is proba- 
bly only a d-wurf growth of the yellow upland, its inferior height and 
tho necessity of more laborious cultivation and artificial irrigation b 
its ease arising from the circumstance* that it is planted in soil not 
suited to it, and at a time of year .when little or no rain tolls. Tho 
soil selected fur this variety i» the best that is available and suitable i 
it is culled do-fusloe, or double crop soil, or a soil that is made to yield 
from its site or other caueo, two crops ot one kind or another in the 
years It is generally a light sandy soil, bandy for irrigation purposes. 
The seed used throughout the district for lowland cotton is procured 
from Khoordnh and Dhcukannl, il being alleged that none other will 
germinate in the lowland districts. It undergoes the following prepa- 
ratory processes, before being placed in the ground. 

It is placed in a pot, and soaked in dung and water for a night, and 
then dried by exposure to the sun on the following day. It is after* * 
wards laid on striiw contained in an earthen vessel covered oves vfith 
caster oil leaves ami placed near a ‘fire. So soon as the seed splits and 
shoots it is carried away and planted. Alter two Irtiy’n have sprout- 
ed water is applied to tho plant at intervals of two, three, and four 
dura. 

This kind is planted, for it cannot be said to be sown in ridges, tho 
intervening channels boing utwssury hr irrigation, which in this 
case is indispensable, uud must be ubuuduut anil tVuipirnt. November 
uml 1 h-ec-mher are tho usual months for tho plantin'. The plant* are 
annual, uud ntiiiin a height of 4 to 5 or sometime* 0 feet. The cold 
weather hlmweni lulling occasionally in December, January and hV 
, bruun , faior the plants. and when plentiful, constitute a good season. 
The pick ini's are obtained continun'roy in April, May, ami Juno. In 
tho latter month -ill the bolls uic picked oil* the plants, and. after ex- 
posure to the mm, open.
